City te Get a Share. 

Ald. Judah offered an amendment that 
the company shall at its ewn expense keep 
in repair the bridge over which its cars 
cross the river, and shall pay into the City 
Treasury 5 per cent of the gross income de- 
rived from the operation of the road author- 
ized by the ordinance. 

Ald. Kent moved an amendment to the 
amendment so as to require the company to 
pay to the city 20 per cent of its gross in- 
come. He said there had been a great deal 
of talk recently about a three-cent fare. 
When the street car system of the 
city was investigated it was prob- 
able it would be found that the 
companies would not make much 
money at 3 cents for long hauls. It was 
generally understood, however, that a 4-cent 
fare would fully compensate them. He 
thought the 5 per cent provided by Ald. 
Judah’s amendment was inadequate. If his 
own amendment should be adopted he wong: 
gladly vote for the ordinance. 

Ald. Judah wanted the Council to 8 
stand he had not accepted Ald.

Discuss the Amount of Fare. 


The provision requiring the company to 
give the city 20 per cent of its gross income, 
Ald. Mann said, would amount merely to 
compelling them to carry passengers for 4 
cents. A 4-cent fare, he believed, would pay 
the companies well for their services. In 
New Orléans, where he was visiting recently, 
the companies were required to pave the 
streets they occupy with asphalt, and he no- 
ticed that all passengers on cars had a 
seat. In Chicago tares were collected from 
people who had to stand up in the cars and 
the companies did not pave the streets they 
occupied or remove the snow. 

Ald. Cooke renewed his motion to table the 
amendment of Ald. Kent, and on this the roll 
was called. 

It was evident to Ald, Kent when he was 
called upon to vote that his amendment 
would be defeated. It is pretty late,“ he 
said in an angry tone, to say anything now 
in this Council. I merely want to say that 
it is the kind of a vote that has run a lot of 
members out of this Council, and I hope it 
will be followed up until more are run out.” 

The amendment of Ald. Kent was defeated 
by a vote of 41 yeas to 19 nays. 

The vote indicated that the friends of 
the ordinance were well organized and were 
in the majority. 

Ald. Judah's amendment was then adopted 
on a viva voce vote. 

Ald. Cooke then offered an amendment to 
Sec. 2, which changed to some extent the 
route as published.

The amendment offered by Ald: Cooke 
was adopted, after which Ald. Manierre of-

The arrangements 
are to be made by three arbitrators, two of 
whom are to be appointed by the companies 
interested. These two are authorized to se- 
lect the third arbitrator, but in the event 
of their being unable.to agree, the Mayor 
is authorized to name the third man. 1 5 
amendment was adopted. 

Id. Manierre offered an amendment to 
‘Sec. 11, which provided that at the expira- 
tion of twenty years the city should have the 
right to purchase the tracks and the rolling 
stock of the company. It provided that 
three arbitrators should be appointed, one 
representing the city and the other the com- 
pany, and these to select a third. If they 
could not agree then the third arbitrator is 
to be appointed by the Judge of the County 
Court. This was adopted. 

An amendment was adopted requiring the 
company in the event of some more prac- 
ticable and less objectionable electric power 
being discovered to adopt it and remove the 
overhead contact wires. After a few more 
amendments were voted down the ordinance 


was passed. 
* Santa Fe Ordinance. 


The second big thing of the night was the 
Santa Fé ordinance. It gives the railroad 
the right of way, beginning at the western 
terminus of the right of way of the Santa Fé, 
immediately south of Forty-ninth street, 
thence southerly to a point between Fifty- 
third and Fifty-fourth streets, and thence 
westerly to the western limits of the city. 

Ald. O’Neill moved to strike out the name 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé wherever 
it occurred, and to insert that of the Calu- 
met and Blue Island. 

„Let's know what we are talking about,“ 
said he. This ordinance is a cantinuance 
of that infamous ordinance passed by the 
Council four or five months ago. Let’s give 
it the proper name.” 

Ald. Coughlin interjected, “What's the 
difference between the Calumet and Blue 
Ysland and the Illinois Central? They both 
gobbled up the Lake-Front.” 

Ald. O' Neill's amendment was defeated 
on a viva voce vote, but the Alderman re- 
newed his fight with a proposition that the 
road make elevated crossings prescribed by 
the city authorities. This was beaten by 
a heavy viva voce vote. The Alderman, 
nothing daunted, advanced the same idea 
in more stringent language. This amend- 
ment was tabled with a shout. 

Wins in Two Améndments. 

Ald. O’Neill was more fortunate with two 
other amendments, which were adopted. One 
declares the company shall make no resist- 
ance to street extensions when ordered by 
the city and the other absolutely prohibits 
the standing of cars on street crossings. 

Again Ald. O'Neill got in one declaring 
the company should forfeit its rights to use 
or cross the streets of the city in case it 
failed to perform all agreements contained 
in theordinance. This idea caught the Coun- 
cil and was adopted. 

The Council then adopted an amendment 
offered by Ald. Madden requiring the com- 
pany to elevate, at its own expense, its 
tracks whenever the condition of traffic and 
travel over the streets it erosses shall de- 
mand. The Council had defeated O’Neill’s 
track elevation amendment and it adopted 
the Madden idea. The ordinance, as amend- 
ed, was then put on its passage and sent 
through on a vote of: Yeas 47, nays 14. 
It was clinched in a parliamentary way bya 
motion to reconsider and a eross- mot ion to 
table.

Allen Shadle Makes Reference to the 
Chicago Trunk Mystery. 

Tacoma, Wash., April 8.—[Special.}—Allen 
Shadie of Wauseon, O., whose son, Joséph 
A. Shadle, died mysteriously at Fort Steila- 
obom Asylum two years ago, has issued a 
sensational appeal for justice to all the 
oeople of the State.

Agreeing with Shippers to Insure 
Mutual Protection. 

Committees of the Chicago Milk Dealers“ 
Association and the Chicago Milk Shippers’ 
Protective Association held a joint meeting

It is said in Havana the Spanish loss in the 
four engagements was over 1,500 in killed 
and wounded, although the government sup- 
presses all information about the battles. 

The number of wounded soldiers arriving 
in Havana proves the truth of the rumors.

Maceo’s main army is still west of the 
Trocha, but there are many insurgents in 
Havana Province.

the Cuban resolutions. 

The Senator created much amusement by 
his portrayal of Senator Lodge as a warrior 
about to fight a duel with Minister Dupuy de 
Lome of Spain. 

At one point, in speaking of Weyler’s atro- 
cities, the Senator exclaimed: ‘‘ Cuba will 
be lost to Spain,“ and added: I retract the 
‘will be.“ Cuba is lost to Spain, and will

Street Railway Men Ask for an Ad- 


vance of Two Cents Per Hour. 

Milwaukee, Wis., April 8.—[{Special.}—The 
conductors and motormen of the Milwaukee

Columbus, O., April 8&.—[Special.}—With 
only a brief explanation by Senator Clark the 
Senate this afternoon passed the anti-lynch- 
ing bill of Mr. Smith of Cuyahoga. The bill, 
which is now a law, incorporates the idea 
of Judge Albion W. Tourgee. It provides 
that any person who is seriously injured by 
a mob shall be entitled to recover from the 
county from $500 to $1,000 damages. If the 
person is permanently disabled he may re- 
cover $5,000 damages. If a man is killed 
his relatives may recover $5,000 from the 
county, the money to be raised by special 
tax. Suit must be filed within two years 
after the lynching. The vote stood 22 to 2.

hood the reputation, still possible in Scot- 
land, of a local bard; and, though not print- 
gd himself, he was recognized by others who 
were and who had become famous. Walter 
Sectt owed to him the text of the Raid of 
Wearie in the Minstrelsy ; and he made 
him welcome at his house, and appreciated 
his talents, such as they were, with all his 
usual generosity. The Ettrick Shepherd was 
his sworn crony; they would meet, drink to 
excess, roar out their lyrics in each other’s 
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Deils.“ Baillie Sweedie, a noted humorist 
in the town, vowed that the proceedings al- 
ways opened to the tune of The Deil Fly 
Away with the Exciseman,” and that the 
sacrament was dispensed in the form of hot 
whisky toddy; both.wicked hits at the evan- 
gelist, who aad been suspected of smuggling 
in his youth, had been overtaken (as the 
phrase went) on the streets of Crossmichael 
one Fair day.

Epen the extremes admired each other. 
Hob, who had as much poetry as the 
tongs, professed to find pleasure in Dand’s 
verses; Clem, who had no more religion 
than Claverhouse, nourished a heartfelt, 
at least an open-mouthed, admiration of 
Gib’s prayers; and Dandie followed with 
relish the rise of Clem’s fortunes, Indul- 
gence followed hard on the heels of admira- 
tion. The laird, Clem, and Dand, who 
were Tories and patriots of the hottest 
quality, excused to themselves, with a cer- 
tain bashfulness, the radical and revolu- 
tionary heresies of Gib. By another division 
of the family the laird,.Clem, and Gib, who 
were men exactly virtuous, swallowed the 
dose of Dand’s irregularities as a kind of 
clog or drawback in the mysterious provi- 
dence of God affixed to bards, and distinctly 
probative of poetical genius.

BILL TO SUBSIDIZE PACIFIC CABLE. 


Reported Agreement Reached—Govyv- 
ernment to Pay $130,000, 
Washington, D. C., April &.—[Special. ]—A 
bill subsidizing the Pacific Cable company of 
New York, it is said, has been agreed upon 
by the Senate Committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions and the House Committee on Foreign 

Affairs and will soon be reported. 

It is understood the bill directs the pay- 
ment by the government of $130,000 a year to 
the company for transaction of government 
business, the contract to be approved by the 
Postmaster-General. 

The cable is to be laid from San Francisco 
to Hawali and from there to Japan, and is to 
be in operation by 1818. 

The government is given an option to pur- 
chase it at the end of five years, and is to 
have sole control of it in the event of war. 

The toll fixed is $1.38 per word for the pub- 
lic. to China, about one-half of that amount 
to Hawall, and the press rate is to be one- 
quarter of the public tolls.

PAYMENT OF SCHOOL EMPLOYES 


Suit to Test the Power of the Civil 
Service Commission. 

The school census enumerators, who had 
at last become uneasy about their pay, will 
be paid today or tomorrow. Controller 
Wetherell was advised to do so by Corpora- 
tion Counsel Beale. 

Controller Wetherell consented to this 
partly on the assurance of Mr. Beale and 


Attorney Morrill of the Board of Educa- 


tion they would immediately begin a friend- 
ly suit for the adjudication of the questions 
involved. The Board of Education says it 
is an independent corporation and for that 
reason denies it is amenable to the civil 
service law. The city authorities and the 
Civil Service Commission feel uncertain and 
indifferent about it, except as they are lia- 
ble to fine and imprisonment for infractions 
of the law. The civil service act especially 
exempts the Superintendents and teachers 
of the public schools from its operation, and 
as to the clerks, engineers, janitors, and 
mechanics of the board the City Controller 
has ignored the law. On the promise of Mr. 
Beale and Mr. Morrill they would secure an 
adjudication of the point he has regularly 
paid these employés. 

The attorneys said yesterday they had de- 
cided that the best legal procedure for this 
purpose would be a mandamus proceeding 
brought by the Civil Service Commission 
against the Board of Education to compel 
it to make appointments through the com- 
mission. The suit -will probably be brought 
in the Supreme Court, where, it is presumed, 
it will receive immediate attention. This 
arrangement was made by the attorneys 
without consulting the commission, but 
President Clark said subsequently the com- 
mission would no doubt follow the advice 
of Corporation Counsel Beale in the matter. 

Should the courts decide the permanent 
employés of the board must submit toa civil 
service examination it would deprive the 
board of its patronage and cause a sensation 
in school circles. If the employés are amen- 
able to the commission then all the salary 
that has been paid them since last August 
has been wrongfully paid and some one will 
have to make it goo Moreover, the pres- 
ent incumbents will not be legally itt office 
and will not be entitled to remain in office 
on the usual terms. One reason Controller 
Wetherell had for releasing the enumerators 
from the ban was that the real people he 
was after were the permanent employés of 
the board.

“The Democratic sentiment,” said the 
Judge, “ or rather the sentiment of Demo- 
crats, is undoubtedly opposed to the third 
term in the Presidency for any man. The 
party is fully committed on that point, and 
there is no doubt where it stands, The entire 
theory of the Democratic party is opposed to 
autocratic rule, or the assumption of such

“There is, however, a broad distinction to 
be drawn, and which in this discussion is too 
often overlooked.

What may be called the “ working Demo- 
crats,“ however—the men who sit in conven- 
tions and vote for candidates—took a differ- 
ent view of the question. 

“Tam unalterably opposed to a third term 
for Mr. Cleveland or any other President,” 
said Recorder Chase, who is also a member 
of the State Central committee. “It is 
entirely opposed to all Democratic theory 
and precedent, and could not but work harm 
to the country. In fact, I am in favor of so 
amending the Constitution of the United 
States a President would not be eligible to 
succeed himself even for the second term. 
My idea is to have the term of holding the 
office of President made longer, say six 
years, and then making the incumbent in- 
eligible to succeed himself.“

For two weeks the young women of the col- 
lege of Liberal Arts at Evanston have been 
laboring over copy and hustling for 
ads.“ The business-men of Evanston 
have been thoroughly canvassed for adver- 
‘tising and the college women have been 
called on for attractive literary material, 
Be it said to the credit of the young women 
they got their copy in early.” 

The regular size of the Northwestern has 
been increased for this issue from twenty 
to thirty-six pages. Many half-tone en- 
gravings have been introduced, and the reg- 
ular edition has been increased 500 copies 
to meet the extra demand. 

Miss Florence L. Spofford of the senior 
class is editor in chief and she has for as- 
sistants Miss Harriet Sinclair and Miss Nel- 
lie Flesheim. Miss Blanche Loveridge is 


business manager. 
Make Their Bow. 

The young women make their bow as fol- 
lows: 

“Greetings from the woman's edition of 
the Northwestern in the name of the young 
women of the university! Our alma mater 
—well may we claim her on account of her 
sex—is emphatically a coeducational insti- 
tution. Woman is ubiquitous—she has a 
place on the Board of Trustees in the faculty, 
in every department of the university, and 
in all the enterprises of college life. Ac- 
cordingly she has been asked to try her hand 
at journalism (or perhaps to put her foot 
into it’) and ‘co-ed it an edition of the 
college paper. In order to prejudice you in 
its favor the paper comes to you with a 
dainty new dress and with fitting illustra- 
tions.“ 

Settle a Grave Question. 

Editorially, the young women have settled 
a matter of great moment as follows: 

„Will the college woman marry?’ isa 
question often asked but seldom answered 
ecnclusively, for the reason that it is not 
easy to determine the course of woman’s 
action in the future. But, judging from the 
past, it can safely be presumed that the ma- 
jority of the women who graduate from our 
colleges will be elected to the state of matri- 
mony. A study of the alumni records of 
the Northwestern College of Liberal Arts 
gives some facts that shed light upon the 
much debated question. Of the omen 
graduated from 1874 to 1890, inclusive, 55 2-3 
per cent have married, in all but a few 
cases within six years after graduation. 
The majority of the remainder have entered 
the teacher s calling. while others have 
found occupation in library work, in mis- 
sions, in law, and in medicine. The sta- 
tisttes were not carried further than 1800, 
as those who have not yet passed the six 
years’ limit are considered as being still on 
probation.“ 

Give the New Man a Dig. 

They also give the new man a few mild 
digs: 

The new man is often a misrepresented 
being. To believe all said on the subject we 
must conceive of him as a meek creature 
whose business it is to wash dishes and keep 
house. That some men seem unfitted for 
any higher sphere we do not deny, but let 
them remember tkat it is a great thing to 
do well the little duties of life, and that 
making home happy and attractive is a 
sacred task. Yet there are sometimes found 
men capable of taking in the business world 
positions hitherto held by women. Snould 
they be excluded simply because they are 
men? By no means! It is only fair to allow 
them to compete with woman, and upon the 
same basis—capability. In our colleges they 
should be allowed the same privileges as 
women, whether in class-room, contest, ath- 
letic, field, or burnt cork entertainment. If 
necessity or talent ‘should lead them into 

aths trodden heretofore only by women, 
et us welcome them gladly as our equals in 
all respects, und as colaborers in this busy 
world of ours.“ 


Women as Students. 


Women as Students” is the subject of 
an article written after an interviewer had 
canvassed most of the college professors, 
seeking information as to the standing in 
classes of the coeducational feature of the 
university. The article shows the standard 
of essays presented to the department of 
English by the young women to be much 
higher than that of the young men. 

Likewise in the departments of mathe- 
matics, ancient and modern languages, 
political economy, and even of biology young 
women were found to be in the lead in 
scholarship. 

Three articles on athletics appear, written 
by Miss Jennie W. Craven, Miss Margaret 
Brown, and Miss Carlotta Price. These deal 
with the various phases of gymnasium work 
and outdoor sports. 

Miss Price appeals for the introduction of 
basket-ball as follows: 

“In most of the Easterh colleges the girls 
not only have tennis, but they also support 
their basket-ball team. Now, the question 
for each one of us to consider is whether 
we are to be excelled in the latter sport. The 
introduction of basket-ball at Northwestern 
would be a benefit to physical culture and 
to social intercourse. Tennis is without 
doubt a fascinating game and we hope its 
charms will continue, but if basket-bal! 
can be introduced here we fear tennis will 
suffer from its rival.“ 

Other Features. 

Other features of the edition are articles 
on A German Kommers,“ by Miss Estelle 
Caraway; Side Talks with Boys,” by 
„ Ruthless Askmore, in which many in- 
flated college individuals are gently punct- 
ured; a story, Rough Weather Boys,“ in 
which a romance of the Evanston life sav- 
ing station is related by Miss Alice S. Free- 
man; a story, My Chum’s Tragedy,“ by 
Miss Harriet S. Bassett; and columns of con- 
tributed comment, exchanges, local news 
items, and ‘‘ Calcitrations from the Calci- 
trater,“ which is being interpreted, Kicks 
from the Kicker.“ 


DEBS SPEAKS ON THE WEST SIDE. 


Two Thousand People Listen to the 
Labor Leader. 

Eugene V. Debs was greeted by 2,000 peo- 
ple when he stepped to the front of the stage 
of West Twelfth Street Turner Hall last 
night to speak before the Woodworkers’ 
Council. 

Debs harangued against John D. Rocke- 
feller, thought Judge Jenkins should be 
committed to jail, and made a perfectly 
proper allusion to Judge Wood when he re- 
ferred, almost proudly, to his imprisonment, 
that caused hisses to be uttered by the 
crowd, followed by a hearty “ Hurrah for 
Debs.“ 

Debs won an outburst when, after quoting 
Abraham Lincoln’s famous saying, he add- 
ed: But government by the people will 
never be had until women enjoy political 
equality with men.“ He could not reconcile 
himself to the fact that such women as 
Mrs. Stanton enjoyed political liberty with 
Indians and imbeciles, 

He asked his hearers how they had bene- 
fited by their Aldermanic elections, and 
termed them simply contests between rival 
ecrrupt bosses. At the conclusion of his 
speech three cheers for Debs were given, 
and then again, and an informal reception 
was held.

A QUIET, ORDERLY ELECTION. 

With the exception of one or two rows in 
specially tough precincts Tuesday was a 
remarkably peaceable day. There were so 
few election disturbances that those who re- 
membered the turbulent scenes of a year 
ago were struck by and commented on the 
difference. . 

Last. year the Democrats, while afraid to 
renominate Hopkins, had nominated a man 
who, if elected, would have conducted af- 
fairs on the Hopkins system. They made 
a desperate effort to elect their man. Every 
city employé was ordered to go to the polls 
and work all day for his party. The police- 
men on duty in the precincts were instruct- 
ed to see that the Republican vote was kept 
down as much as possible. The orders of 
Democratic election officers, challengers, 
and watchers were to be enforced, no mat- 
ter how illegal they might be. 

Gangs of Democratic repeaters went 
from poll to poll. Whenever an attempt 
was made to keep them from voting there 
was a row. At many of the polls in the 
tough wards men were stationed whose or- 
ders were to pick quarrels with Republican 
voters and drive them off. There were 
continual conflicts all day in nearly all 
parts of the city, and the police did nothing 
to stop them.

deprived of his vote or had any difficulty in 
casting it. That was due partly to the 
executive ability of the Chief of Police, who 
handled his men well and gave them impera- 
tive orders. to. keep out of politics and to 
keep the peace. Another was that the city 
administration, loyal to the spirit of the 
civil service law, did not set the municipal 
employés at political work. There was no 
interference of any kind in the election by 
the police or anybody else. Only a hundred 
of the patrolmen have been appointed under 
the. merit system, but all of them behaved 
us if they had been. : | 

This election, in which no city employés 
were compelled to play the part of partisans, 
is as good evidence as could be desired of 
the wisdom of enacting a civil service 
law. The citizens who adopted it last year 
by so heavy a majority will be more at- 
tached to it than ever when they see how 
potent it is to secure orderly elections. 

Some of the credit for the peacefulness 
which prevailed on Tuesday must be given 
to the Civic Federation and the Municipal 
Voters’ League. The former had some 
men sent to the penitentiary last year for 
depriving others of the right to vote. It is 
true Altgeld pardoned out those felons—an 
infamous act—but the Democratic bruis- 
ers and bullies were taught that the intimi- 
dation of Republican voters was not a safe 
amusement. 

The two reform organizations also looked 
closely after the registration. The names 
of thousands of illegal voters were knocked 
off the books, and hence fewer repeaters 
than usual endeavored to ply their trade. 
Those who did were timid and not inclined 
todoany fighting, forthey knew men, stimu- 
lated by the hope of getting a reward, were 
on the lookout for them. 

So, on account of all these reasons, peace 
prevailed. The election was the quietest 
known for years. The honest voters had a 
fair show for once, and under the efficient 
leadership of the Voters’ Municipal League 
they were able to elect enough trustworthy 
Aldermen to deprive the boodlers of their 
two-thirds majority. It was impossible 
this year to take away from them their ma- 
jority, but that can be done in 1897, for if 
reputable men can be elected in more than 
half the wards once it can be done again. 
In the meanwhile it is settled that no bad 
ordinance can be passed over the Mayor’s 
veto.

WHY DEMOCRATS ARE TURNING TO 
CLEVELAND. 

A few months ago the New York World 
was strongly opposed to the renomination 
of Cleveland. Of late its opposition has 
been growing weaker and weaker, and at 
last it has practically come out in favor of 
him. After asking whether the logic of the 
political situation that has led the Repub- 
lican masses to support McKinley will not 
compel the Deniocrats to make Cleveland 
their candidate once more, it says: 


The World does not assert that this is so. It 
raises the question. It invites public disciission 


of it. 
So far as the World is concerned in this matter 


it is entirely impartial, judicial. and impersonal. 
It has no special partiality for Mr. Cleveland 
personally, as he will probably admit. It has 
nothing to take back. But the question is not of 
the past. It is a question of the future. 

Upon the issues of the present and future, not 
of the past, the World is just as free dnd sincere 
in suggesting that Mr. Cleveland seems to be the 
only logical candidate, as it has been fearless and 
faithful in admonition and criticism whenever 
it has believed him to be wrong. 

It is idle and might prove very unwise to ignore 
the fact that there is a deep seated and widely 
prevalent prejudice among our people against any 
third term for any President. But it is still a 
question whether any unfounded fear and preju- 
dice can weigh at last against the force of events 
and the logic of circumstances. 

It is easy to see the reasoning which has 
led the World, and the Democrats it speaks 
for, to this conclusion. They and it believe 
that McKinley is to be nominated in June 
with the assistance of the delegates from the 
16 to 1 Southern, Rocky Mountain, and Pa- 
cific coast States, who will hold the balance 
of power as between him and “ the field,” 
and that those delegates will insist on mak- 
ing the platform he is to stand on. 

It is well known that the voters of the 
Eastern States are not satisfied with the 
platform of McKinley's own State of Ohio. 
They think it is “‘ fools’ gold,” and not the 
genuine article. They are not fascinated 
by those glittering generalities about a 
currency as untarnished as the honor of 
the Nation.” They prefer the uneqiivocal 
declarations in favor of the maintenance 
of the gold standard to be found in the New 
York and Massachusetts platforms. 

Each State and Territory will have one 
representative on the Committee on Reso- 
lutions at St. Louis. Arizona, New Mexico, 
Nevada, Wyoming, Utah, and Idaho will 
have as much to say in committee about 
the making of the platform as New York, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and 
Massachusetts. It is the hope of the Worl 
that the 16 to 1 men will have influence 
enough in the committee to get a platform 
more susceptible of two interpretations than 
the one of 1892, which the Rocky Mountain 
State men wrote, ahd accepted then, be- 
cause they could read a 50-cent dollar mean- 
ing into it, though the party did not. It is 
hoped that a platform full of resounding 
phrases about an honorable ” and an“ un- 
sullied ” currency, but with no distinct af- 
firmation of the gold standard, and no dis- 
tinct repudiation of 16 to 1, 50-cent dollars, 
may be reported to the convention, and 
then put through with a hurrah and with- 
out discussion, as platforms often have 
been. 

There are Republican candidates whose 
soundness on the money question is undis- 
puted—Morton, Reed, Allison, and Cullom, 
for instance. But the Democrats have 
pretty much made up their minds that the 
opposition to McKinley cannot unite on any 
one man against him, and that if the al- 
leged bimetallists, but actual silver mono- 
metallists, of the party give McKinley the 
votes which nominate him they will also 
write the platform on which he will stand. 
and that platform will fill with disgust the 
sound money men of the country. 

Here the Democrats whom the World 
speaks for see their opportunity. The Re- 
publican convention meets a month before 
the Democratic one. If it does what these 
Democrats hope and think it will, then they 
propose, as the only chance of winning, to 
confront McKinley with Cleveland, and a 
mongrel, two-tongued platform with one 
which is unequivocally for the gold stand- 
ard. 

These Demoerats believe that with such 
a platform and candidate they can afford to 
let McKinley have the Rocky Mountain 
States all to himself, for in their opinion 
Cleveland, rallying around him the sound 
money men, can tarry New York, most of 
the New England States, Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, Wisconsin—whose people are 
nnalterably opposed to dishonest money-- 
and perhaps Minnesota and Iowa. Some 
Southern States he wonld be sure to carry, 
and thus would get, North and South, votes 

enough to elect him. 

It is true, as the World says; that there is 
a prejudice against a third term. But if 
McKinley is nothinated by the votes of 16 
to 1 delegates on a platform which suits 
them, because they can argue with some

NEVER MIND HIS HERESIES. 
The Kenwood Presbyterian Church of 
this city has a new minister who seems to 
have given satisfaction to his congregation. 


But before he can be formally installed the 


presbytery must be convinced that he is 
doctrinally sound. 

For the purpose of getting information on 
that point the Examining Board of the 
presbytery, made up of men thoroughly 
grounded in the fundamentals, who can de- 


tect heresy much more easily than a med- 


ical board can discover a lurking disease, 
proceeded to inquire into his doctrinal in- 
tegrity. : 

The examination had not been in progress 
long before the doctors of divinity were 
looking at one another with questioning 
glances and were shaking their heads sadly. 
For the young minister said he did not be- 
lieve in the everlasting punishment of the 
wicked for sins they were predestinated to 
commit, He did not believe in the iner- 
rancy of the scriptures not even of the New 
Testament, when the manuscripts had 40, 
000 or 50,000 different readings. 

The minister said also that, while he be- 
lieved in the Trinity, he could not define his 
ideas exactly. He could not quite see how 
it was possible for the three persons to be 
one God. In brief, the subject was one his 
finite intelligence could not comprehend. 
Nor did it help matters any when he stated 
naively that when he came to Chicago he 
did not “expect to find a rational being 


who believed everything in the Westmins- 


ter Confession of Faith.” His examiners 
think they. are rational beings, and most of 


them have the greatest respect for the 


Westminster Confession. 

But as some of the members of the board 
have a liking for the new minister it was 
decided not to act on his case, but to leave 
it to the presbytery to decide whether he 
was a person who could be allowed to occu- 
py a Presbyterian pulpit in this city. 

If the presbytery is convinced that he is 
a hard-working, zealous minister, accepta- 
ble to his congregation, preaching it sound 
moral sermons, calculated to make his 
hearers better citizens, it ought not to 
haggle over these little heretical blem- 
ishes which could be found in so many 
ministers if the X rays photographed the 
mind.

the Trinity. As for thé Confession of 
Faith, it is still the formal creed of the 


church, and therefore should be spoken of 
respectfully. But there are passages in it 
which few accept heartily now and which 
most repudiate utterly. 


NEW WOMEN AND MURDERERS. 

The new woman distinguished herself at 
Newport, Ky., yesterday in a way which 
entitles her and all her kind to the grati- 
tude of the Nation at large. She kicked a 
man on trial for murder. 

The custom among the new woman's elder 
sisters for some generations has been to 
load the murderer down with flowers and 
other evidences of herapprobation. The mis- 
erable wretch Hayward, so lost to virtue 
that the hanging of him at Minneapolis last 
winter cannot be regarded as expiating his 
crime, was overwhelmed with feminine at- 
tentions to the end. Durrant, the Cali- 
fornia miscreant, was even annoyed by 
similar sentimentality during his trial. 
Holmes, the most comprehensive villain of 
the times, has been reported from time to 
time as the recipient of similar favors. Yet 
in all these cases the victims were women. 
That it is their own sex which suffers—and 
suffers because of its natural confidence in 
man—has made no difference to these 
women of perverted and maudlin notions, 
To have murdered was enough to entitle 
any man to their respectful consideration. 

The man, Scott Jackson, on trial in Ken- 
tucky is also charged with the slaughter of 
a woman. Presuming upon this, unmind- 
ful of the coming of new ideas and ideals 
to womankind, Jackson looked down upon 
this woman of the age as he was being led 
back to his cell and smiled. She retorted 
by kicking him and by kicking him as hard 
as she could. It is within reason to pre- 
dict that if there were more of this kind of 
women in the world there would be fewer 
to serve as victims to man’s brutality. 


THE total number of votes cast for town 
officers last year was 251,900. This year it 
is in round numbers only 197,000.

WATCHMAN IS ACCUSED OF THEFT. 


James Dowdy Finds His Watch After 

Ten Months’ Search. 

James Dowdy, an engineer at the Edison 
generating plant at Washington street and 
the river, robbed of a watch worth $275 
June 20, 1895. The watch was taken from 
his vest while. he was at work. Yesterday 
Dowdy recovered the watch and caused the 
supposed thief, James Shanahan, to be ar- 
rested. Shanahan has been employed as 
watchman at the plant for seven years. 

A few days before the watch was lost 
Shanahan told Dowdy he was careless of his 
watch and that it was likely to be stolen. 
About the time the watch disappeared two 
men attempted to hold up a third man on the 
approach to the Washington street bridge. 
A Pinkerton watchman chased the highway- 
men and Shanahan told Dowdy one of them 
ran into the building and out through the 
engine room. Quiet inquiry disproved this 
statement and Dowdy reported the matter to 
Detective De Roche at the Central Station. 
Shanahan was suspected, but there was no 
evidence. 

Several months ago Shanahan borrowed 
some money from Joseph Conolly, giving a 
silver watch for security. Long after the 
loan was due and unpaid Shanahan tried to 
give Conolly a. fine watch in cancellation of 
the debt. A description of the watch tallied 
exactly with the description of Dowdy’s 
timepiece, but as ahan never wore it 
an arrest would have spoiled the case. 

Two weeks ago Shanahan was discharged 
and a week. later, as it now appears, the 
watch. was in a born street 
pawnshop, where tt was recovered.

RECEIVER FOR A LOAN ASSOCIATION 


Investigation Shows Its Real Estate 
Investments Were Poor. 

Judge Gibbons yesterday appointed Will- 
fam Fogarty receiver for the Continental 
Investment and Loan Association and filed 
a bond of $25,000. Two weeks ago he in- 
structed A. A. McKay, a real estate man, to 
make an investigation of the affairs of the 
essociation. Mr. McKay submitted a report 
yesterday, which determined Judge Gibbons 
to appoint a receiver to wind up the affairs 
of the association. 

Mr. McKay says the association has false- 
ly advertised, in its circulars and other 
literature, that its loans were guaranteed 
by the Title, Guarantee and Trust company 
and its investments were therefore as safe 
as government bonds. 

Mr. McKay further finds that the business 
of the association has been so expensive 
there does not appear to be any hope of 
putting it on a paying basis. In the four 
years preceding Jan. 1, 1894, the earnings 
were $25,000 and the expenses $60,000.

The investi- 
gator condemns the real @state investments 
of the association. Many loans, he says, 
have been made for amounts far in excess 
of the value of the property on which the 
loan was made. Only in a few instances 
was the rule of the association observed, to 
make no loan exceeding 60 per cent of the 
value of the property. An appeal will be 
taken.

For some time the Lake Avenue Improve- 
ment Association has had in mind the re- 
moval of the obnoxious supports for the Chi- 
cago Telephone company’s wires, and last 
July a committee was appointed to see if it 
could not be accomplished. 

This committee reports a hard time in 
getting the cables put underground. Now 
the association has resolved on a new line 


or procedure. 

Every man along Lake avenue using a 
phone is requested to have incorporated in 
his contract with the telephone company a 
clause providing for the removal of the poles 
in front of his residence. This it is hoped will 
bring the company to time. 

A circular has been sent out by the Im- 
provement Association embodying the report 
of the special committee and criticising the 
Chicago Telephone company in no measured 


terms. 

Residents along Michigan terrace, near 
Fortieth street have agreed that the Hyde 
Park Electrie Light company may, in the 
absence of alleys, erect poles in the rear of 
the lots occupied by them, and this was ac- 
cepted by the company.

Judge Tuthill Decides 
Contest. 

Judge Tuthill was yesterday engaged in 
hearing a will case appealed from the Pro- 
bate Court.

CRITICAL TIME FOR MICHIGAN WHEAT 


It Cold Weather Continues Serious

As charges of incompetency and dis- 
honesty had been made against Morrissey 
by the Civic Federation, and his supposed 
discharge modestly heralded as a signal 
victory, in view of his having the influential 
political backing of Ald. Madden, the dis- 
covery that they had not won the trick after 
all was annoying to the head of the Civic | 
Federation. 

“ Charges were made against Morrissey 
and against J. H. Ransom, Inspector of the 
Becond Ward,” said Secretary R. M. Easley,. 
“and it was understood they -were dis- 
charged. Now it turns out they have sim- 
ply been given other jobs in the City Hall.
